“MASS MEETING. 


LOS ANGELES SECTION OF THE s0.| 


CIALIST LABOR PARTY. . 
A Meeting Called to Protest Against 
the Shooting of Strikers at 


Hazleton Develops Into a Boom 
for the Socialist Labor Party. 


Section Los Angeles of the Socialist 
Labor party held a mass meeting last 
night in Turnverein Hall for the osten- 
gible purpose of protesting against the 
shooting of the strikers at Hazleton. 
It was rather a thin mass, and grew 
thinner with each number of the pro- 
' gramme, as its integral parts took ad- 
vantage of every pause to dribble out 
of the door. Although called for the 
purpose of expressing sympathy with 
the widows and orphans of the Hazle- 
ton strikers, the meeting speedily de- 
veloped into a panegyric upon the 
methods of the Socialist Labor party. 


It was one drop of sympathy in a 


bucket of advertisement. 

The platform was appropriately dec- 
orated with a flag at each corner, on 
the right the red flag of anarchy, tied 
up with a big white bow, and on the 
left a small edition of the Stars and 
Stripes, carefully bandaged in black. 
The decorations formed a fiitting il- 
lustration of the general tone of the 
meeting. 

The programme was opened with 
“The Workingmen’s Marseillaise, & 
parody on the stirring old revolutionary 
hymn of France, which was sung with 
little vim and less accuracy. and then 
Chairman Biddle introduced R. M. 
Webster of Pasadena, who represented 
the moderate spirit of local socialism. 
Mr. Webster expressed much sympathy 
with the widows and orphans of the 
unfortunate men who fell at Hazleton, 
but gave it as his opinion that the 
men who fired the shots were also de- 
serving of sympathy, as they had but 
acted under the pressure of relentless 
conditions, and were victims of the 
capitalist system almost as much as 
the strikers themselves. The capital- 
istic instinct of self-preservation had 
been called into play, and one set of 
victims had been chosen to deal ven- 
geance to another. ; 

Mr. .Webster’s own voice was raised 

always for moderation, and he ear- 
nestly recommended Christian charity 
and organized action in spreading the 
principles of socialism. It would be 
enough to repudiate the system with- 
out. cherishing vindictiveness against 
individuals. Capitalism had proven it- 
self a failure, socially, morally and 
economically, and the only plan in 
sight to still the strife and bring about 
the millennium was that advocated by 
the Socialist Labor party. 

George H. Cramer, the next speaker, 
was of more Spartan build. He was 
historically inclined and expressed his 
Sympathy with the widows and or- 
phans at Hazelton by reading a sta- 
tistical account of the conflict be- 
tween capital and labor, from the days 
of Spartacus and his gladiators ‘down 
to the present time. He averred that 
striking for higher wages was no new 
method of -expressing dissatisfaction 
with existing conditions, but had been 
practiced since the year 1, and was re- 
warded with occasional victory, or, as 
Mr. Cramer poetically put it, ““When 
the. wage slave gained a few crumbs 
oie: ata from the table of his mas- 

Since 1877, strikes have come thick 
and fast, said Mr. Cramer, and full 
effect has been given to the recom- 
mendation of Tom Scott at the time 
of the big railroad strike, to “give them 
a diet of lead.” In the 16,000 strikes | 
that have taken place during the last 
156 -years, the inadequacy of the strik- 
ing system has been fully demons- 
trated. ‘The only remedy left is to £0 
to the polls in a body and vote for 
the Socialist Labor party. This, ac- 
cording to Mr. Cramer, is the one 
_ political party in the United States 

which promises universal salvation. 
For the present “political slavery” the 
American workingman has only him- 
self t® blame. They voted for the 

arty of the capitalists,” and, to use 

r. Cramer’s own expressive, if some- 
what tangled metaphor: “If you sow 
_ political. tares you must expect to reap 
the whirlwind of industrial slavery.” 

Here the doorward ‘trickle swelled 
into a stream. A slumbering knight of 
labor fell with a crash on the floor, 
chair and all, and the chairman 
jumped up to announce that no one 
should leave the hall, as a_ collection 
would be taken up for the Hazleton 
widows and orphans, to be forwarded 
to them after the expenses of the meet- 
ing had been paid out of the fund. At 
this, the stream turned into a flood 
that brought visions of Johnstown, but 
it was arrested by the voice of Job 
Harriman, well known in all socialistic 
gatherings where jawsmiths most do 
congregate. 

The collection was taken, and the 
fluent Job proceeded to make his 
speech. He founded it on the “diet of 
lead” proposition, and then proceeded 
to enjoy himself. With a melancholy 
that would have done credit to his 
namesake of old, he inquired in hollow 
tones why the American laborers in- 
sisted on “standing like cattle, staring 
in moon-eyed wonder at their slayers 
and waiting their turn for the diet of 
lead.” Then, at merciless length, he 
rubbed it in on his hearers that many 
of them had committed the. heinous 
crime of voting with the Republican 
party last year, and dared them to do 
itagain. He was busily explaining the 
manifold virtues and excellences of the 
Socialist Labor party, when the exodus 
recommenced, and continued until lit- 
tle more than a corporal’s guard was 
left in the hall to hear the mournful 
news that the collection had amounted 
only to $11.30, against an expense bill 
of more than $30. 

Then resolutions were read. First, a 
resolution of sympathy to be sent to 
each widow at Hazleton, and then a 
resolution denouncing. the 
shooting, and urging every one to work 
the ballot box for all it was worth i 
support of the Socialist Labor party.

CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—The close of the sixth 
week of the celebrated trial of Adolph Luet- 
gert, the alleged murderer of his wife, showed 
the case far from completed. The consensus of 
opinion at the close of the week this after- 
noon by close observers of the trial was that 
the prosecution had the better of the argu-

Experts for the defense had contradicted 
each other on cross-examination.

Marillat added to the confusion of the de- 
fense by identifying a hog femur in a man- 
ner in direct conflict with the identification 
by Dr. Allport of the same bone on Friday. 
Dr Allport said the bone in evidence was the 
upper or hip joint portion of the femur. Dr. 
Marillat testified positively that the bone was 
the lower end of the femur,

CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—The first witness in the 
Luetgert trial this morning was Dr. A. V.

SIMON NEWCOMB. 


A CHAT WITH THE WORLD’S GREATEST ASTRONOMER 
ABOUT HIMSELF AND HIS WORK. | 


Prof, Newcomb at Home—How He Began Life- His Work on the Moon and 


Planets— Figuring in Paris During the Commune—His Methods 
of Work—His Amusements—He Chats About Tele- 
- scopes and Other Matters. 


[From Our Own Correspondent.] 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27. 
SPENT an evening this week with 
the most eminent of the world’s as- 
tronomers. Prof. Simon Newcomb 
is to the scientists of Europe a far 
more interesting man than the Presi- 
dent of the United States. The leading 
foreign universities have. conferred 
honorary degrees upon him, the great- 
est of the world’s g#ientific societies 
have presented him with gold medals 
for his astronomical work and his books 


are used in the chief universities of 


England and Germany. There is today 
not an astronomer living who does not 


base his calculations upon Newcomb's | 


tables of the movements of the planets 
and the moon, and there is not a ship 
that-sails the seas that-is not guidcd 
‘by Kis measurements of the solar sys- 

It is indeed difficult to give in com- 
mon words a conception of Prof. New- 
-comhb’s work. It might almost be said 
that he has weighed the planets, has 
held his stop watch on the motions of 
the moon, and through his mathemati- 
cal genius has given usa set of instan- 
‘taneous photographs of the greater 
heavenly bodies as they speed on their 
courses through the regions of. space. 
Think of the most difficult algebraic 
calculation you have ever attempted, 
imagine it. to be a thousand times 


harder than it is, then take tens upon | 


tens of thousands of such calculations 
worked over and over again until ab- 
solute accuracy is assured, and you 
have a small part of the details of the 
work of Prof. Newcomb. Think again! 
Suppose you had to travel the world 
over to get the records of astronomers 
for hundreds of years back to form the 
basis for such calculations; that you 
had to work them over yourself to see 
if they were correct, and then to re- 
compute and recalculate them, accor 
ing to a new set of conditions as to the 
heavenly bodies, which you yourself 
had discovered, and you have another 
part of the labor this man has done. 
Much of this work was performed 
during the leisure he had while acting 
as computer and. superintendent of the 
Nautical Almanac, which for years has 
formed the chief guide to the shipping 
of the world, and the galculations for 
which require enormous Jabor. He. is, 
in fact, the Hercules Uf mathematical 
astronomy." ~~, 
Prof. Newcomb’s astronomical gyc- 


ceases have also extended beyond ort 


generalizations and deductions ‘based 


upon the observations of others. He! 


has traveled from one end of thie globe 
almost to the other to get the best 
views of the stars. Now he is in the 
Saskatchewan region of British Amer- 
ica, watching an eclipse of the sun, 
now you find him at Gibraltar noting 
the motions of the moon, d now his 
telescope is pointed toward the skies at 
the Cape of Good Hope. 

PROF. NEWCOMB AT HOME. 
Prof. Newcobm lives here at Wash- 
ington in a very pretty three-story 
réd-brick house on P street, just off 
of Sixteenth, in what is one of the 
most fashionable parts of the city. He 
has a fine library on the first floor, 
the walls of his workshop, from floor 
to ceiling, being filled with books. In 
his collection there are many rare 
mathematical works. Among others, 
he showed me a Euclid which was 
printed ten years before America was 
discovered. The diagrams and initials 
are beautifully made, and the ink, not- 
withstanding its 400 years, is as black 

_@s that of the newspaper in which 
this letter will be printed. 

Prof. Newcomb does the most of his 
work in his library. He works with 
his ye about him, and many of his 
most difficult calculations have been 
made while his wife and daughters 
were chatting together in the same 
room. e has, you know, now retired 
from his for the government, but 

_at 62 he is intellectually as able ‘as he 


‘Newcomb, with a laugh. 


{ his mathematical ability was a matter 


of inheritance. He replied: 

“T don't know. I have studied my 
ancestors somewhat to see, but have 
failed tc find any of them who, during 
the past two centuries, have been col- 
lege graduates. One of my grand- 
fathers was a stone-cutter by trade, 
but he owned a copy of Euclid, and 
tradition credits him with the posses- 
sion of unusual learning. My father 
wus a shool teacher.” 

“You were born in Nova Scotia, were 
you not?” 

“Yes,” replied Prof. Newomb, “but 
my family came first to New England 
along about 1660, and it was just be- 
fore the revolution that the family 
moved to Canada. It was there that 
I spent my boyhod, and there I lived 
until I came to the Unietd States to 
seek my fortune.’’ 

“Do you remember, professor, when 
you first realized that you had more 
than. ordinary ability as a mathema- 
tician ?’’ | 

“IT do not know that I can,” was the 
reply. “I began to study arithmetic 
when I was 5 years old, and at 6, I am 
told, I. was very fond of doing sums. 
At 12 I was studying algebra, and 
about that time I began to teach. I 
remember that I was 13 when I first 
took up Euclid. There was a copy of 
it among my father’s works. It was, 
I think. the one which belonged to my 
grandfather. I took it down one day 
and got interested in it. I there got 
my first idea of a mathematical 
demonstration. The book delighted 
me. It opened a new world of thought, 
and I remember.I explained it to my 
brother by demonstrating some of the 
principal theorems, drawing the dia- 
grams with a pencil on the ends of the 
logs of a pile of wood. There was not 
much chance for a boy in Nova Scotia, 
however. The people were very poor. 
Nearly every family made its own 


clothes. The men and boys sawed lum- ] 


ber and cut wood, and the women and 
girls sheared the sheep and wove the 
wool into homespun cloth. There were 
but few books, and until I was 21 I had 
never seen a college professor.”’ 

“You can hardly imagine how simple 
the people are there,” broke in Mrs. 
“We have 
visited Nova Scotia and found that the 
reputation of Prof. Newcomb has gone 
out about among the people with whom 
he used. to live. I remember hearing 
one Woman say: ‘I hear Mr. Newcomb

for it, too.’” 


“How did you happen to come to the 
United States, professor?” said I. 

“I came to seek my fortune,” was 
the reply. “I began as ai country 
school teacher on the eastern shore of 
Maryland. The people there were more 
advanced than those among whom I 
had lived in Canada, but not much. I 
taught reading, writing and arithmetic 
for a year or so, and then ,through the 
kindness of Joseph Henry, I was ap- 
pointed one of the Gomputers of the 
Nautical Almanac, and thus began the 
real work of my life.”’ ; 


HOW A POOR SCHOOL TEACHER 
GOT FAMOUS FRIENDS. 

“How did you become acquainted 
with Prof. Henry?” I asked. 

“It was through a mathematical cal- 
culation. It was, I think, some alge- 
braic problem. It was new, and I 
thought it might be worth publication. 
I sent it to him and asked him to tell 
me if he thought it worth publishing. 
He submitted it to one of his friends, 
who was a mathematician, and this 
man said that, while it was originall. 
it was hardly of value for publication. 
Prof. Henry wrote me a kind letter re- 
garding it. When I next went to 
Washington I called upon him, and 
later on he secured me the appoint- 
ment. The Nautical Almanac was then 
published at Cambridge, and while at 
work there I was able to attend the 
Lawrence Scientific School, and for the 
first time had access to the best books 
upon scientific subjects. Later on I

his “A. B. C. of Finance,” had aJarge 
‘sale, and his book on “Political Econ- 
omy,’’ published in 1886, is used tm some 
of the schools. He has written other 
school books of various kinds, and a 
year does not pass that he does not 
give one or more scientific addresses. 
Mrs. Newcomb says that at times in 
his life he has worked very hard. Said 
“When he was computing the 
changes of the moon he would often 
keep on until he was tired out, when 
he would say, ‘I must have a nap be- 
fore I can do anything more. Wake 
me in fifteen miutes.’. He would then 
lay his head down on the table and 
go to sleep. Scimetimes he has slept 
that way with his head on my shoul- 
der, going back td his calculations 
after a few moments’ rest.” 

‘ As a rule, however, Prof. Newcomb 
is very careful of his habits. He goes 
to bed regularly, and when his hour 
for retiring comes he excuses himself, 
no matter who may be calling upon 
him. For years his nights were spent 
at the observatory, and he has had to 
adopt the most rigid rules to preserve 
his health. 


IN PARIS IN THE DAYS OF THE 
COMMUNE. 


When Prof. Newcomb was a very 


fyoung man he discovered that the 


rope, when the Russian commissioners 


sent to the United States to get the 
advice of Prof. Newcomb. He replied 
that the best telescope-maker. living 
was in the United States, and the re- 


sult was that the commissioners came. 


here. and Mr. Newcomb introduced 
them to Alvan Clark. He supervised 
the contract and the making of the 
great telescope which they then or- 
dered. For his services in this work 
the Czar sent Prof. Newcomb a mag- 
nificent jasper vase on a pedestal of 
black marble. This vase now stands 
in the parlor of Prof. Newcomb’s home, 
and he- seems more proud of it than 
of his monument in the adjoining li- 
brary, consisting cf volumes ypon vol- 
umes of books and tables of which he 
is the author. 

It was Prof. Newcomb who super- 
intended the mounting of the Lick 
telescope, and he will, I am told, make 
an’ address at the coming celebration 
of the putting up of the Yerkes teles- 
cope during the present month. 

WE STILL HAVE GOOD TELESCOPE 
MAKERS. 

I asked Prof. Newcomb whether the 
United States could keep its reputation 
as the maker of the best telescopes, 
now that Clark has died. 

He replied: ““‘Who can tell? It may 
be that we shall turn out as good in- 
struments as in the past. Brashear of 
Pittsburgh is making as fine glasses as 
any Clark has made, and there are now

calculations of astronomers as to the 
movements of the heavenly bodies was 
based upon wrong premises, and could 
not be accurate. In order for any good: 
work to be done the researches and 
work of years would have to be gone 
over ‘and made right. This-work was 
8&0 enormous that any one else would 
not have dared attempt it. Prof. 
Newcomb not only attempted but car- 
ried it out. He was in Europe engaged 
in examining the records of the great 
observatories at the time of the 
Franco-Prussian war, and at its close 
went to Paris to make his calcula- 
tions there. He entered the city just 
at the end of the siege, Mrs. Newcomb 
being the first Englishwoman to come 
into Paris after its capitulation. Then 
the horrors of the commune came on, 
and for six weeks Prof. Newcomb fig- 
ured away in the observatory. Part of 
the time the windows were rattling 
with the roar of the musketry outside, 
and in going to the observatory he 
had to pass the barricades -in the 
streets. Think of figuring amid such 
surroundings. Think also of the power 
of concentration of mind needed to do 
the figuring required. The observations 
he used for his work were those of the 
astronomers running back through a 
period of 200 years. He had to go over 
their calculations to see if they were 
correct. He had to see if the eélock 
they used was right, by estimating 
from the position of the stars what 
the time must have been to a second, 
for a clock five minutes out of the 
way would have made all of his work 
useless. As an example of his skill in 
éuch work he was not long ago looking 
over an eclinse observed somewhere in 
the northern Pacific about one hun- 
dred years ago by some Russian as- 
tronomers, when he said: “That must 
be wrong. Their watches must have 


misled them!” and upon figuring he

Prof. Newcomb probably knows as 
much about telescopes as any man on 
earth. It- was he who superintended 
the construction and mcunting of the 
great telescope of ovr naval observa- 
tory in 1873. This telescope had a 
diameter of 26 inches, and it was for 
some years the largest telescepe of the 
world. Later on the Russian govern- 
ment wanted a teleagope.

“What are the qualities needed in a 
good telescope maker?’’ I asked. 

“There are y things,” replied 
Prof. Newcomh: “I sometimes think 
that the successful man in this, as in 
some other professions, is born, not 
made. He must have the most delicate 
perceptions and must be accurate in 
his calculations. There are parts of a 
lens which must not vary the one- 
hundred-thousandth—I might almost 
say, the one-millionth—of an inch in 
thickness. The glass must be of the 
purest quality, and it must be ground 
just so. Mr. Clark was a genius in 
such matters. He began life as a por- 
trait painter and made small telescopes 
for amusement. He soon began to grind 
lenses for a livelihood, and it was found 
that his lenses were the best that were 
made. He went on until in this branch 
he surpassed every one else.” 

“But, professer, is it easy to tell 
whether a telescope is correctly made?’ 

“Yes; all you have to do is to look 
through it at the stars. If they are 
clear points of light the glass is good; 
otherwise not.” — 

“Does the difference in the size of 
the diameter make much difference in 
the power of the instrument?” 

“Yes; the greater the diameter the 
higher the power.” 

“What astronomical work 
now engaged upon?’ I asked. 

“I am going over my tables of the 
planets. I shall finish my work of 
their revision within a few weeks.” 

“It seems to me, professor, that you 
have done enough to take a rest for the 
remainder of your life. How dong do 
7 expect to continue working?” 

“T cannot tell,” was Prof. Newcomb’s 
reply. “I shall keep on until I stop. I 
enjoy my work and I hope to do a great 
deal more of 

ORIGINAL WORK IN ASTRONOMY. 

“Is there much original work now be 
ing. done in astronomy?” 

“Yes, indeed. Good work is being 
done all over the world. There are 
more good astronomers now than ever 
before. One of the great troubles 1 
found in making my computations for 
the Nautical Almanac years ago was 
that I had to do all the work myself. 
Now there are many men who can 
make such computations. In my recent 
work I have been helped by my as- 
sistants at the observatory. Indeed, 
they should have a part of the credit 
for much that I have done.” 

“Do you think that we will ever know 
much more than we now do about the 
stars?’ I asked. 

“Yes, we are learning more right 
along.”’ 

“Is there any good reason to think 
that the stars are inhabited?’ 

“That is a question,” wag the reply. 
“There is no proof that some of them 
may not be. There are some of the 
planets, such as Mars, which we are led 
to believe have al! the conditions which 
would make life upon them possible. 
Whether there are beings upon them 
we do not know, and if there are we 
do not know if such beings are like our- 


selves.”

printed books which the Turkish 
authorities will permit to be circu- 
lated among the Armenians. Here, 


also, translations are made of import- 
ant Buropean books which the com- 
munity thinks it useful to make 
known to their brethren in bondage. 
A vast masse of this literature was 
shown me before I left, but knowing 
nothing of the language and being un- 
able to read the eharacteres 1 could 
form no judgment on it. What did 
interest me, however, very much Were 
two little books of Armenian and 
Turkish proverbs translated inte 


glish, which my guide put into my 
hands as I stepped back into my gon- 
dola. I read these all the way to 
Venice and seemed at the end to know 
a@ little more both of Turkish and Ar- 
menian. 
It was said of old that it takes two 
Jews and a Greek to get the better of 
one Armenian, and by a judicious se- 
lection of these proverbs one might 
infer that the Armenian deserved a 
reputation for shrewdness. Thus:

The Turk said: Eat first and speak 
afterward; the Armenian said: Eat 
and speak at the same time.

WHAT IS GOING ON IN THE WORLD 
OF ENDEAVOR. 


The Hygenic Valine of Singing. 
Something About Nerves—A New 
Hearing Instrument — A New 
Shoe-dryer—The Spread of Ether 
Drinking, Etec. 


A London specialist, on being questioned 
on the subject of. living, says that the arti- 
ficial nature of modern life and the constant 
rush after work which one can’t overtake 
are mainly responsible for the general shat- 
tering of nerves seen all around. If people 
would only take things quietly we should be 
&@ much healthier race than we are. The 
same physician, on being asked for a general 
cure for nerves, says: ‘‘ Diseases of the 
nervous system cover such an enormous field 
that one can’t recommend a panacea. Take 
smoking, for example. Excessive indulgence 
in the weed has an effect not merely on the 
nerves, but on the whole system. But a 
great deal of nonsense is talked about smok- 
ing. It seems a remarkable thing to say, 
but it is a fact that some of the longest- 
lived men ard women have been smokers. 
Personally, whenever a patient of mine who 
is a great lover of tobacco leaves off smok- 
ing, I know that he must be very bad, and 
I always regard it as a good sign when he 
asks for his pipe. There is no denying, how- 
ever, that excessive smoking may be ex- 
tremely injurious. It makes itself evident by 
# tremor of the muscles, irregularity of the 
heart's action, by extreme forms of dyspepsia, 
and last, but most important of all, by af- 
fections of the eyesight ending in blindness. 
This form of blindness is not uncommon. 
It is absolutely impossible to say how much 
a person can smoke with perfect safety, for 
what would be harmless to one would be 
fatal to another. I should like to say that 
although I have Mved in lunatic asylums for 
a considerable portion of my life, 1 have 
never known a case of insanity caused by 
overindulgence in tobacco. The fact is, when 
a man feels ill, he puts down his pipe.’’ The 
conversation further brought out the fact 
that smoking among females has made gi- 
gantic strides within the last ten years, and 
some women can smoke a gre&t deal without 
being upset by it. 
léss disastrous effect on the nerves than to- 
baceo, and there are an enormous number 
of cases of paralysis depending upon alco- 
holic excess. Women can stand alcoho! quite 
as well as men. One woman has been 
known to consume three bottles of whisky 
in twenty-four hours, and as she said “‘it 
nearly finished’’ her. All excess 
should be avoided. To some people a very 
ordinary amount of stimulant would he pol- 
son, while to others it would be health- 
giving. Excessive tea drinking produces a 
strong form of hervous’dyspepsia, and some 
people can never travel by train without 
being ‘‘seasick,’’ but it is doubtful whether 
railway traveling has the effect on the aver- 
age nervous system that many appear to sup- 


pose, 
JAPANESE TRAVELERS. 

The fact that there are many thousands of 
Japanese in this country engaged in studying 
western arts and manufactures, has elicited 
the statement, which will surprise many peo- 
ple, that the average Japanese travels more 
than the average American or Englishman. 
lie not only covers a greater distance, but 
he does it more cheaply and with less fuss 
and bother than the other typical travelers. 
The outfit of a Japanese for a 10)-mile 
journey need only cost him 75 cents and he 
can get it ready in five minutes. On $1 he 
cen travel a year without work, or he can 
travel sh on ty to ‘work, or he 
can travel as a pilgrim. It may be sald 
that any savage can do the same thing. That 
is true, but any civilized man cannot, and 
the Japanese bas been highly civilized man 
for at least a thousand years. To the west- 
ern man this sort of traveling suggests tramp 
life, but your Japanese tramp takes bis hot 
bath daily if he has the fraction of a cent 
to pay for it, or his cold bath if he has not. 
In his littl bundle there are combs, tooth- 
picks, razors and toothbrushes. He always 
keeps himself neat and cleanly, and on rea: h- 
ing his destination he can transform himeec'f 
into a visitor of very nice manners and fault- 
less though simple attire. Ability to live 
without furniture, without impedimenta and 
without the least possible amount of neat 
clothing shows more than the advantage held 
by this Japanese race in the struggle for 


life: it shows the real character of some 
weaknesses in our own civilization. It forces 
reflection upon the useless multiplicity of 
our daily wants. We must have meat and 


bread and butter. glass wirdows and fire 


hats, white shirts and woolen underwear, 
boots and shoes, trunks, bags and boxes, 
bedsteads, mattresses, sheets and 


all of which the Japanese can do without 
and is really better off without. If. as has 
been said, ‘‘Happiness consists principally in 
the fewness of our necessities, is is tirt! 
weader that the Japanese are « people 
whom trouble sits lightly.

other maladies. A patient may have a head- 
ache, and a handkerchief steeped in ether is 
put under his nose. Relief comes quickly 
and he inhales the drug with delight. After 
a few inhalations great freshness in‘the face . 
and in the respiratory organs ts felt. The 
dose is increased in order to augment the 
agreeable sensation, and gradually the habit 
is acquired, and continues until often an 
overdose results in death. The following pic- 
ture of an ether drinker will serve as a 
warning: ‘The ether drunkard is quarrel- 
some and untruthful. His condition of mind 
resembles that of people afflicted with cer- 
tain nervous diseases. He suffers from gas- 
tric and nervous prostration. He becomes 
the slave of his passion, like the opium 
smoker, and cures are rare. It is impossible 
to Save a person afflicted with this malady 
except on the condition of his renouncing 
completely the ether habit, and this seldom 
happens. There is no remedy but confine- 
ment, and the c! t guarding at all times.” 
In certain parts of Ireland. where ether 
drinking i# common, there are regular ether 
shops, where they retail a standard mixture 
of alcohol and ether of special potency. The 
railroad in the little district of Crookstown 
carries every year 2000 tons of ether, and this 
is only half the local supply. Two merchants 
of neighboring villages sell every year, 4600 
pints of ether. Everybody in that part of 
Ireland drinks ether, and in the agricultural 
towns the air is charged with the odor of 
the drug on market days, and its vapor is 
constantly detected in the cars of the Derry 
Central Railway. 
EYES OF SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

Dr. Hiram Woods, Jr., has gone exhatse 
tively into the cause and prevention of de- 
fective sight in school children. He found that 
a common fault in school rooms is the methe@ 
in Which they are lighted. Neighboring 
buildings sometimes obstruct the light, mak- 
ing it insufficient. Rooms are frequentip 
separated by glass partitions, and as the 
desk is nore in front of the partition, @he 
strong light often shines directly tnte the 
pupil's eyes.. In some cases blackboards are 
placed between windows, instead of opposite 
to them. Dr. Woods draws the following 
conclusions from investigations: First, 
there should be required upon entrance,. oF 
soon after, a certificate from a physician, that 
the child's eye condition justifies school work: 
second. a modified course should be adopted 
for children whose eyes are seriously @e- 
fective; third, adjustable desks should be 
substituted for those now in use; preeaut 
taken in selecting sites for new buildings, « 
in their erection, for proper light! of the 
rooms, and existing defects vemeliel in the 
old buildings as far as possible.

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GOOD TIMES AHEAD. 

It does not need a sanguine dispo- 
sition to discover a most encouraging 
outlook for this favored section of the 
United States.

THE PRESIDENT AND CUBA. 

Events are fully justifying the con- 
fidence which the great body~of the 
Republican party reposed in the Presi- 
dent with reference to the policy to 
be pursued in the settlement of the 
Cuban question. The fact is recog- 
nized that this grave issue cannot be 
decided immediately, and Republicans, 
generally, have rested secure in the 
conviction that it would be handled 
by the administration with wisdom, 
dignity and firmness. This confidence 
has been justified by the course of the 
administration thus far, and will be 
justified by its course in the future. 

A few impetuous spirits in both 
houses of Congress were disposed in 
the beginning to force the hands of the 
administration; but after a conference 
with the President, they were con- 
vinced that he had the cause of Cuba 
as much at heart as they, and that 
he would omit no effort to bring about 
an amelioration of the terrible condi- 
tions existing in that unhappy islahd. 
To a Congressman from the West, 
before leaving Washington in July, 
the President said: 

“I hope to be able to realize the 
wishes of the American people regard- 
ing this Cuban question, but we must 
not forget that the first great desire 
of all the people is the restoration of 
prosperity in our own country. 

“The Tariff Bill is about to become 
a law, and we all have great hopes 
from it. We must be very careful 
what we do that will interfere with 
the operations of that law in bringing 
back confidence and restoring prosper- 
ity. We must be careful about pro- 
voking war or even the suggestions of 
war with any other people. 

“I realize that the people are anx- 
ious to have this war in Cuba stopped, 
but I can only say at this time that the 
people must for a little while trust the 
administration and believe that it will 
do all it can, consistent with the sit- 
vation at home, to have the war in 
Cuba ended and the people of that un- 
happy island at peace and enjoying in- 


dependence, 

“I believe the le will trust the 
administration, and I must ask you 
gentiemen in Congress to help them to 
be patient and not expect that every 

ledge of the Republican party shall 
be redeemed at once.” 

The same Congressman returned to 
Washington last week and had a «con- 
versation with the President, the sub- 
stance of which is thus reported by 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Chicago Inter Ocean: 

“*What are the people of your sec- 
tion saying about Cuba?’ asked the 
President. 

“*They are trusting their President, 
and believe that he will do what he 
can to end this Cuban war and give 
independence to Cuba.’ 

“Il suppose they want to see some 
indication of action on the part of 
the President, though,’ remarked Mr. 
McKinley. ‘It doesn’t do to ask the 
people to go on trusting us without 
some indication of action. 

“"l must say, Mr. President, that 
the people are very anxious about this 
matter, but I would not say they were 
impatient.’ 

“*T realize that it is a subject very 
near to the hearts of the American 
people,” sald the President, ‘and I do 
not believe the people will be disaat- 
isfied with the action of the adminis- 
tration when it is made known. But, 
as I sald to you last summer, the first 
demand upon us al] is to restore pros- 
perity, not only temporarily, but in a 
way to make it lasting. We muét be 


careful what we do to check this era 
of returning confidence. 

““A war might undo all the good 
work we have so far accomplished, and 
we should strive to accomplish the end 
we seek regarding other outside ques- 
tions without going to war. 

“*But I believe the American people 
will be satisfied with the action of the 
administration regarding Cuba when it 
is taken and made public. I have not 
asked them to trust their President 
without the hope and expectation of 
fully justifying that confidence.’ 

The Cuban question has been for- 
mally and firmly taken in hand by the 
administration, and the people of the 
United States can rest assured that it 
will be dealt with in a manner be- 
fitting its gravity and importance. 
American interests will be thoroughly 
guarded, but the administration will 
not wantonly provoke a needless war 
with Spain, which would imperil the 
continuance of the prosperous condi- 
tions upon which we have entered. If 
the people will but continue to trust 
the administration and “possess their 
souls in patience,” all will yet be well, 


A MODEL INSTITUTION. 

Many of those who joined the ex- 
cursion of the Chamber of Commerce 
to the County Farm on Tuesday last 
had never before visited the estab- 
lishment, and were most agreeably 
surprised to find such a model insti- 
tution. It is, indeed, one of which 
Los Angeles county may justly be 
proud. Considering the climatic at- 
tractions of this section, it is doubtful 


whether in the whole United States 


there is another “poor farm” which 
can compare with that of Los Ange- 
les county. 

The County Farm is not yet self- 
supporting. That is not to be ex- 
pected, considering that there is nearly 
one inmate to each acre of land under 
cultivation. Still, a long step has 
been taken in this direction, and the 
income received for oranges, eggs, 
hogs and other products amounts an- 


and is steadily increasing. By the ad- 
dition of an extra tract of land, there 
is no doubt that the farm might soon 
be made to be entirely self-sustain- 
ing. . 
Where there is often so much to 
criticise in the conduct of institutions 
supported by the taxpayers, it is 
pleasant to be able to say a good word 
for such an institution as this. 


SPRING STREET. 

The resurfacing of Spring street 
with asphalt is a public necessity, and 
should be accomplished as soon as 
possible. But before the pavément is 
relaid, all necessary alterations in 
sewers, gas mains, water mains and 
electrical conduits should made. 
If the sewer, water mains, etc., are of 
insufficient capacity to afford the 
maximum of efficiency, they should be 
relaid before the street is newly 
paved. A largr property-owner on this 
street remarked, in discussing this 
subject, that he had already helped to

a good one could be built. One 
of the most serious causes of in- 
jury to paved streets is the tearing up 
of the same for the laying of conduits 
and connections therewith. If the 
street-railway track requires. repair 
or renewal, that work should also be 
done before the new pavement is put 
down. If these matters are properly 
looked after in advance of repaving, 
there will be no necessity for tearing 
up the pavement for some years to 
come, and its wearing capacity will 
thus be greatly increased. When the 
work of resurfacing Spring street has 
been accomplished, let it be a first- 
class job in every particular. 


According to the Fresno Expositor, 
that city is virtually “in a state of 
siege.” It appears’ that the City Coun- 
cil recently deposed the old attachés 
of the chemical engine belonging to 
the fire department, elected succes- 
sors to the deposed employés and or- 
dered them dnetalled. Only one of 
the appointees was permitted to enter 
upon his. duties, the others being pre- 
vented from so doing by “a large num- 
ber of men, who elaimed they had 
some rights in the matter, higher than 
the law, perhaps.” In the Council 
chamber, on Wednesday night, one 
of the Councilmen was brutally beaten 
by an ex-policeman, and his life was 
threatened. It would seem to be about 
time for a little more law and a little 
less nonsense in Fresno. If the city 
authorities are the right men in the 
right places, they will enforce their 
authority, as it is their right and their 
duty to do, 


The people of Downey avenue, in 
East Los Angeles, appear to be mak- 
ing the mistake of allowing that street 
to remain its present width in peti- 
tioning for its improvement, and it is 
one they will live to regret. If a 
boulevard 120 feet wide is built east- 
ward from the Plaza, as proposed, and 
Downey avenue and Buena Vista street 
are not made the same width, travel ie 
certain to be forced over the new route, 
because of the fact that it invariably 
seeks the widest highway, unless there 
be specific reasons for going elsewhere.

BILL IN EQUITY. 


ALLEGED ILLEGAL FORMATION OF 
RIALTO IRRIGATION DISTRICT. 
Chicala Water Company Brings Suit 

in the Circuit Court to Have All 


Proceedings of the Irrigation 
' District Declared Null and Void. 


Another bill in equity concerning the 
legality of an irrigation district has 
been filed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. This time the Rialto Irri- 
gation District of San Bernardino 
county is involved, and, incidentally, 
the Semi-Tropic Land and Water Com- 
pany. 

The Chicala Water Company brings 
suit against the Rialto Irrigation Dis- 
trict in San Bernardino, and its offi- 
cers and directors, W. A. Norton, E. 
C. Dyer, A. G. Picket, Devillo Robin- 


son, James EB. Mack, J. BE. Cox. Eugene 


Weston and Truman Reeves, alleging 
that the Rialto Irrigation District: has 
no legal existence, and that all its 
acts, and all the bonds issded, are 
therefore null and void. The complain- 
ant alleges that it is an Iowa corpera- 
tion, now transacting business in San 


‘Bernardino county; that a heavy bur- 


den upon its lands hag been imposed 
by reason of assessments levied by the 
Rialto Irrigation District, and that its 
title has been clouded by the pre- 
tended sale of the lands to pay these 
assessments. 

In the first place, the Chicala Water 
Cempany alleges that the formation of 
the Rialto Irrigation District was il- 
legal for the reason that the petition 
to the Board of Supervisors for its 
organization was not signed by fifty 
freeholders owning land in the terri- 
tory included in the district at the 
time of its organization. The petition 
was signed by _fifty-six persons, but 
the complainant asserts that only three 
of these were actually living in the 
proposed district at the time, and that 


} only one owned land within its limits. 


It is asserted that the whole thing 
was a deal of the Semi-Tropic Land 
and Water Company, which organized 
the district, and the Chicala company 
alleges that thirty-two of the signa- 
tures to the petition were obtained by 
fraudulent deeds of twenty acres of 
land belonging to the Semi-Tropic Com- 
pany to thirty-two different persons, 
just before the presentation of the 
petition in August, 1890. 

In November, 1890, the Rialto Irriga- 
tion District attemptea@ to place $500,- 
000 worth of bonds, and actually issued 
$430,000. This amount resulted in a 
lien of $70 an acre on the 7200 acres 
of land included in the district. The 
directors then levied an assessment 
to meet contingent expenses, and the 
annual interest on these bonds and the 

00 acres of land belonging to the 
Chicala Water Company were sold for 
non-payment of this assessment, and 
bid -in by the Rialto Irrigation Dis- 
trict, to which the treasurer, Eugene 
Weston, now threatens to make a deed. 

In addition, a resolution was passed 
on August 28, 1897, to levy a special 
assessment for the purpose’ of raising 
$8000 to purchase an engine, construct 
a plant for the devlopment of: water, 
and pay for repairs of the water sys- 


tem. 
The Chicala company now prays to 


j have the whole organization of . the 


‘Rialto Irrigation District declared null 
and void, and that the officers have 
no right or authority to issue bonds 
which are necessarily null and _ void, 
or to levy taxes or assessments, In- 
junctions are prayed for to restrain 
Eugene Weston from issuing the deed 
to the lands of the Chicala company; 
to restrain the Rialto people from de.

OCCIDENTAL COLLEGE, 


Herewith is presented a cut of the 
new Occidental College, soon ‘to be 
erected in Highland Park, Los Angeles, 
a deed to about eight acres of land 
having been secured at that location. 
It lies about half way between the city 
and Pasadena, on three lines of trans- 

rtation. The college will be ninety 
eet front, one hundred and seven feet 
deep, two stories and a full basement: 
In style it will be colonial Grecian, rep- 
resenting classic architecture, which 
will have beauty and durability. The 
entrance is through a_ four-column 


‘portico, into a twelve-foot hall, open- 


ing into the reception and secretary’s 
rooms, and direct into a beautiful court 
forty feet square. It will be cement 


plastered outside and hard finished in 
side, with all modern appliances for the 
comfort and instruction of the studénts. 
Full, plans and specifications have 
been prepared by the architect and ac- 
cepted by the board of trustees, and it 
is their desire to begin the work of 
building in the near future. This insti- 
tution was founded about ten years 
ago, and is the only Presbyterian col- 
lege in the State. Its first building was 
destroyed by fire some eighteen months 
ago, with nearly all it contained. The 
new structure is designed to be a grand 
and permanent improvement, which is 
to shelter a first-class Christian col- 
lege. that will be open to both sexes 
and all classes desiring a thorough ed- 
ucation. 


SANTA MONICA. 


An Old Soldier’s Body Found in a 
Eucalyptus Thicket. bi 
SANTA MONICA, Oct. 2.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The body of Franz 
Hentchell, an honorably discharged 
soldier, was discovered in a eucalyp- 
tus thicket on South’ Sixth street this 
morning. A young son of Truman 
Kent reported the case and Constable 
Myers was informed. He investigated 
and then notified Coroner Campbe” 
who came down from Los Angeles this 
afternoon. The remains were in fear- 
ful condition. The man had probably 
been dead two or three weeks, Close 
to the body was a pistol and in a 
satchel near by were more cartridges. 
The body was not in shape to be iden- 
tified, but papers found in the satchel 
showed that the man was doubtedly 
Hentchell. These documents showed 
that he enlisted in the regular army on 
October 21, 1865, and was discharged 
three years from that date. He re-. 
enlisted and on July 12, 1870, was dis- 
charged on account of physical dis- 
ability. He was then a commissary 
sergeant. His character is certified to 
as excellent, He was born in Richten- 
berg, Prussia, in 1887. Only. 20 cents in 
money was found in his pockets. His 
final discharge from the army in 1870 
was issued from the headquarters. of 
the Department of Arizona. The em 
pers failed to show any record of his 
movements after that date. No one 
about Santa Monica appeared to have 
known Hentchell. He was officially 
found to have died by shooting him 


-self with: suicidal intent.

FILKINS SHOWS FIGHT. 


Refuses to Be Handcuffed—His Mex- 
fean Girl Still Faithfal. 


When Deputy Constable Joe Mug- 
nemi went to the one Jail yesterday 
to bring Charles W. Filkins down to 
face the third arraignment on a 
charge of burglary preferred against 
him during the past month, he found 
he had his hands full of troublesome 
prisoner.

On the street Filkins 
refused to go unless the patrol wagon 
was sent for, but Joe persuaded him 
to walk along. 

It was when he got to the door of 
Justice Owens’s courtroom that Fil- 
kins made his last and most deter- 
mined stand. He refused to enter the 


moved, and a tussle ensued in which 
the officer pitched Filkins into the 
courtroom, handcuffs and all. 

As usual Filkins will make a de- 
fense, but the cases against him are 
believed to be strong. A little Mexi- 
can girl, whom he met in San Diego 
and with whom he was when arrested 
there, still lingers in the city hoping 
her lover will get free. She was ar- 
rested with him, but was discharged, 
as it was shown she was innocent of 
all the thefts. No amount of persua- 
sion can prevail upon the girl to re- 
turn to her people. She even says if 
Filkins is sent to prison she will follow 
and live near him.

GIVEN DAMAGES. 


Trustee Dyer Wins His Suit Against 
the.Los Angeles Water Company. 
In Justice Morrison’s court yesterday 

the damage suit of Trusten P. Dyer 

against the Los Angeles Water Com- 

pany was tried. before a jury, and a 

verdict for Mr. Dyer'in the sum of 

$150 and costs of the suit were ren- 
dered. The case will be appealed. | 

The facts as stated by the plaintiff, 
and as admitted by the defendant, 
were as follows: In May, 1896, a con- 
tractor built a house which Mr. Dyer 
bought in August, 1897. In plastering 
the house the contractor, one Hansen, 
used $1.20 worth of water. This bill 
was never paid to the water company, 
and it was demanded of Mr. Dyer, who 
refused to pay it. Later on the bill 
was paid by the owner of! the house 
who sold the property to Mr, Dyer, but. 
in Some way the payment was not 
properly credited, and the water com- 
pany, holding the property for all un- 
paid water bills, on August 14 last shut 
off the water from Mr. Dyer’s house. 
The mistake was soon found out, and 
the water turned on again. 

Mr. Dyer, tn his. complaint, asked 
for $50 damages for the want of water 
for his lawn during the two days it 
was shut off, and also for exemplary 
and punitive damages for the annoy- 
ance, etc., caused him by the arbitrary

A CONFIRMED THIEF. 


Walter Douglas Behind the Bars, 
Likely to Go to State’s Prison. 


Walter Douglas, a@ young colored 
boy, was brought before Justice Owens 
yesterday on a charge of petty larceny, 
in having stolen a bicycle belonging to 
H. Morris on September 27 last. He 
pleaded not guilty, and demanded a 
jury trial. 

When Douglas comes to trial the de- 
tectives will urge against him a prior 
conviction for the same offense, 
namely, the stealing of a bicycle from 
E. Davis on February 13, 1893. This 
will give Douglas, if convicted on this 
last charge, a penitentiary sentence, 
and, the detectives say, will rid the 
town of a'troublesome crook. 

When Douglas was. arrested before 
in 1898, he was sent to Whittier in the 
hope he could be reformed, but he 
proved to be one of the most unruly 
pupils in the institution, running away 
once or twice and causing no end of 
‘trouble. When his term expired he re- 
turned to this city and soon began his 
old practices, but the police have been 
unable to get a sure case against him 
until this bicycle transaction.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS SE- 
LECTS THE ADOBE ROAD. 


Probability That the Public Light- 
ing Contract Will be for Six 
Months Instead of a Yenr. 


M’LEAN IS HELD TO ANSWER.

In the boulevard fight the advocates 
of the Adobe road route have scored 
first blood. The Board of Public Works 
decided yesterday to recommend to the 
Council! the adoption of this route. 

It is probable that the term of the 
next contract for lighting the city may 
be for only s'x months, instead of a 
year. The matter is now under con- 
sideration. 

N. H. McLean, who was recently ex- 
amined on a charge of grand larceny 
for having stolen a horse from a Chi- 
nese gardener, was held to answer be- 
fore the Superior Court yesterday by 
Justice Young, who had the matter un- 
der. advisement for several days.

ADOBE ROAD RUUTE. 


RECOMMENDED BY THE BOARD OF 
PUBLIC WORKS. 


Con- 
tract for Five Thousand Feet of 

Hose—Important Developments 
Concerning the Public Lighting 
Contract—Early renting of the 
Headworks Case, 


The first substantial advantage in 
the fight over the location of the pro- 
posed Pasadena boulevard was gained 
yesterday when the Board of Public 
Works unanimously agreed to recom- 
mend to the Council that the adobe 
road route be selected. This route runs 
eastward from the Plaza to Eastlake 
Park, and was indorsed by the board 
of consulting engineers employed by 
the General Boulevard Committee. It 
has been strongly advocated by. a 
number of property-owners on Main, 
Spring and Los Angeles streets, and by 
a majority of the Los Angeles mem- 
bers of the Boulevard Committee. The 
opposition has come from those who 
favored the widening and improvement 
of Buena Vista street, and the adop- 
tion of the Arroyo Seco route. 

When the matter came up for con- 
sideration yesterday afternon before 
the Board of Public Works, the discus- 
sion was brief, no acvocates of either 
route being present: 

Maps of the adobe-road route were 
examined. Blanchard observed that in 

s opinion the board must recommend 
this route, no protest having been filed 
against it. This was evidently the 
sentiment of the other members of 
the board, and on motion by Mathuss, 
seconded by Ashman, the board agreed 
to recommend the adoption of this 
route. 

Some discussion ensued as to ‘the 


_ boundaries of the assessment district 


which must be created to pay for the 
boulevard. Nickell, who was present, 

said that the district” could’ not. ex- 
tend further west than the east line 
of. Spring street. He believed that 
Buena Vista streeti would soon be 
widened. improved and connected with 
North Deoadway, and that New High 
street wceuld also be extended in a 
direct line to connect with Broadway. 

These improvements would have to be 
paid for by creating an assessment dis- 
trict which would include. the west side 
of Spring street. 

The board finally agreed that it 
would be impossible. to determine at 
once upon the boundaries of the as- 
sessment district for the boulevard. A 
recommenda}:ion was accordingly 
adopted that the City Engineer be in- 
structed to make a survey and plans 
from which the City Attorney could 
prepare an ordinance of intention for 
the creation of an assessment district. 

The plan of widening Buena Vista 
street was incidentally discussed. 
be- 
lieve the street could be widened to 
150 feet, though he @bnceded that it 
might be made 100 or 110 feet wide. 
Nickell was evidently in favor of the 
improvement. 

The board agreed to recommend the 
accevtance of the bid of Frank Gilles- 
pie for sidewalking Fickett street. 

A recommendation was adopted that 
the petition for a sidewalk on the 
north side of Twelfth street between 
Stanford and Central avenues, be re- 
ferred to the City Engineer to prepare 
ordinance of intention. 

Action was deferred for one week 
upon the bids for improving Twentv- 
first, Twentv-second and Adams 
streets. C. H. Metcalf was the low- 
est bidder in each case. but it was 
stated that the names of his bondsmen 
do not appear upon either the city or 
county assessment roll. It was also 
alleged that Metcalf was really only 
a dummy. ard that he was acting for 
a contractor‘who was recently  de- 
= by the Council to be irresponsi- 

e 

Action was also deferred upon the 
petition of the Los Angels Oil Burning 
and Supply Company, asking that the 
city’s specifications for asphalt naving 
be so amended as to permit the use 
of asphalt manufactured here. It is 
understood that the local preduct is 
considered, by some of the city offi- 
cials, inferior for paving purposes to 
the asphalt obtained from the North. 


PU BLIC LIGHTING. 


Contract May be for Only Six 
Months Instead of a Year. 


It is probable that in advertising for 


bids for lighting the city, bidders wil}. 


be asked to submit propositions for 
both six months and a year: The 


¢ Councilmen are considering 'the matter, 


but as yet have reached no definite 
conclusion. They realize that the Los 
Angeles Electric Company will proba- 
bly be the only bidder that can be pre- 


pared to light the city when the pres- |. 


ent contract expires on January 1. This 
company is now lighting the city and 
no competitor could erect poles and 
wires in the short time that remains 
before the contract expires. It is, 
therefore, highly probable that the Los 
Angeles Electric Campany will be the 
only bidder for the new contract. If 
the contract should be made for six 


a 


‘contracts be 


only, it is that at its 
expiration other bidders would then be 
in the field and that the competition 
might result in materially lower rates 
for the city. The West Side Lighting 
Company will soon be in a position to 
submit better figures than it can now 
offer, an@ the San Gabriel Valley Com- 
pany will also be a competitor as soon 
as it is ready for business. 

“The West Side Lighting Company 
will not bid for the city lighting this 
time, although it would like to do so,” 
said one of the principal officers of 
that company on Spring street yester- 
day. “Our reasons? Well, there are 
several, but the principal reason is that 
the specifications will not be handed 
down in time for us to bid for the next 
year’s contract, if the Council fixes 
that term, and certainly not for any 
shorter period of time. It would re- 
quire four months for us to put up ad- 
ditional poles and wires so as to meet 
the demands of the city, in the first 
place, and about sixty days will be the 
limit allowed before the old contract 
becomes invalid. Again, we would 
have to put in special machinery to be 
run by steam to. furnish the lights 
Within the narrow time limit that will 
be left after the specifications are 
adopted if we got the contract, and 
that would not pay, as it is well known 
we have arranged for power with the 
Southern California Power Company, 
which is utilizing the waters of Bear 
Valley. 

‘We have no complaint to make par- 
ticularly, only we would like to see the 
Council exercise its right and grant a 


| contract to the lowest bidder, for there 


will be but one, for six months. At 
the expiration of that time let them ad- 
vertise for bids again, and they will 
probably have not only the two light- 
ing companies now in the field, but a 
third bidder. 

“So far as we are concerned, we be- 
lieve fully in the saying ‘everybody for 
himself,’ and if, by mischance, or de- 
sign upon the part of our opponents, 
we have got the worst of it at present 
we must gracefully submit, but the cost 
of lighting this city, with as good serv- 
ice and more extension, could be almost 
cut in two if the Council would only 
take time to get all the bidders in the 
field. This they: can only do by 
granting or making a six-months’ con- 
tract and then commencing in time 
with their new. specifications so that 
every one, equipped or unequipped, will 
have an opportunity to bid, and if 
given the contract,~+time to get in readi- 
ness to comply with its every condi- 
tion. There will be but one bid for 
the city lighting this time, I am sure.” 


HOSE CONTRACT LET. . 


Distributed by the Fire Commission- 
ers Among Local Firms. 


A special meeting of the Fire Com- 
missioners was held last evening at 
the Mayor’s office to pass upon the 
bids for supplying: the city with 5000 
feet of fire hose. Six bids were before 
the board.

Figures Show That the City’s Health 
is Good.

HEAP. SMART CHINAMAN. 


A BRONCHO DEAL BRINGS OUT AN 
IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Justice Young Rules Upon a Point 
of Law of General Public Inter- 
est—McLean’s Note Below Par—A 
Rustle for Bail. 


Justice of the Peace Young, in hold- 
ing N. H. McLean to answer on a 


| charge of grand larceny, took a stand 


which will, in all prozanility, bring 
forth much comment. among those in- 
terested in criminal procedure in this, 
as well as other counties in the State. 
While the point involved is a simple 
one, as far as the provisions of the 
Statutes are concerned, the paiticular 
point in question is one that seems to 
have been, thus far, undecided. It is, 
however, a point upon which the gen- 
eral public is uninformed. 

The deféndant, N. If. McLean, was 
arrested several we2ks ago upon com- 
plaint of one Duck Sing, who charged 
McLean with grand larceny. McLean, 
it appears, entered into an agreement 
with the Chinaman io purchase a ccr- 
tain horse for $45. The sale had: teen 
previously negotiated by John McMil- 
lan, a veterinary surgeon and intimate 
friend of McLean's. McMillan, by the 
way, had treated the horse and ren- 
dered a bill for $5, whicn he appeared 
anxious to collect. 

McLean, upon examiz:iag the aniinal, 
expressed his satisfac‘ion as to.its con- 
dition, and offered to take it at the 
price named by the Chinaman. He 
stated at the time, however, that ut 
would be impossible for him to pay 
the entire amount at that time. There- 
fore, he would pay $5 to hind the ber- 
gain and give the Chinaman a note for 
$40, payable one day afier date as se- 
curity for the balance. This was cb- 
jected to, the Chinamin demanding the 
whole amount in cash. 

The evidence at the preliminary ex- 
amination discloses.the fact that ‘ Dr.” 
McMillan was anxious to receiv: the 
$5 due him, and urzei his celestial 
friend to close the dea'. This was 
finally accomplished '9 the end that 
McLean paid $5 down and presented his 
$40 note. Upon the’ representation 
that the note would ne redeem. d on the 
following day, it was agreed that the 
horse would be transferred at that 
time. So McLean paid nis $5 to the 


-Chinaman and the Chinaman paid $5 


to McMillan. 

Being denied posse sion of the horse, 
it appears, in the that Mc- 
Lean became impatient and took’ the 
animal from the Chinaman’s barn that 
night. 

The next day the Chinaman de- 
manded payment of the note without 
success and at once swore out a com- 
plaint, charging McLean with the re- 
sult as heretofore announced. , 

Duck Sing’s attorneys held’that Mc- 
Lean, in giving his note for the unpaid 
balance, attempted to defraud the Chi- 
naman, and turn the matter from a 
criminal to a civil nature in which no 
redress could be obtained. 

Upon this. point entirely Justice 
Young’s decision rested. He held that 
inasmuch as McLean took away the 
horse without the owner’s knowledge 
or consent, he committed a felony. As 
far as the note was concerned, it cut 
no figure even had it been red2emed, 
which it was not. . 

After McLean had learned his fate, 
he asked that his bonds, put wp for 
his appearance, be allowed to sta:id till 
Monday morning, but this request was 
refused as, the court said, the case had 
assumed an entirely different aspect. 
The amount of the new bonds, how- 
ever, was the 3ame, and, after an hour 
or more of rustling, McLeaa succeeded 
in meeting them. 


O’RIELLY’S HAD LUCK, 
A Little. Oversight Causes Much 


Trouble. 


The suit of Julius Woock vs. James 
O’Rielly, which has been on trial be- 
fore Judge York, was submitted on 
briefs yesterday afternoon. 

O’Rielly went into the Antelope Val- 
ley several years ago and located at 
Rivera. He located a mining claim and 
erected a mill, his property including 
an area of fige acres. But one day, one 
Julius Woock came along and, inspect- 
ing the land of the neighboring hills 
and. valleys, saw it was. good and im- 
mediately took up 160 acres of land. 
He filed his papers of final proof and 
became owner of the property which,

FIGHTING THE SCALE. 


Important Report to be Submitted 
to the Supervisors. 

The County Horticultural Commis- 
sion will submit a report to the Board 
of Supervisors tomorrow, which will be 
of much interest, not only to orchard- 
ists and vineyardists, but to all those 
who are cultivating ofnamental trees 
as well. The report will also be for- 
warded to the State Board of Horti- 
cultural Commissioners. The commis- 


report that owners of orchards have 
cobperated with them generally in the 
destruction of insect pests. They say: 
“We have collected and distributed 
over fifty thousand of the parasite 
Rhizobius ventralis, for the black scale, 
and believe in time they will prove a 
great friend to the fruit-grower in 
destroying this pest. This parasite has 
been distributed in 370 orchards, widely 
separated. We have had calis for, and 
supplied nineteen colonies of the para- 
site Vedalia cardinalis, for the cottony 
cushion, or white scale, which still ex- 
ists in a few places. The.mealy bug 
(Dactylopius destructor) was found to 
-be an orchard pest at Monrovia and to 
some extent near Downey. Black scale 
(Lecanium olea) was found a citrus 
tree pest throughout the county, with 
the possible exception of the San Fer- 
nando Valley, which locality appears 
peaeseeny free from insect pests of all

“OOM PAUL” ON THE STUMP. 


SOME CURIOUS FEATURES OF THE PRESIDENTIAL ELEC- 


TION IN THE TRANSVAAL, 


Gen. Joubert Has Been a Candidate for Years—Now Kruger Offers to Step 
Aside if the Government Will Award Him an Annual Pension of 
Twenty-five Thousand Dollars—How Paul” 

Conducts His Canvass. 


[From a Special Contributor to The Tjmes. | 


ECENT advices from the Trans- | 
vaal indicate that the Presiden- 
tial campaign in that African 
republic is now proceeding. The 
candidates are again as at the last 
election of 1892, Kruger and Jou- 
bert, one the President, and the other 
the general commanding, the man who 
beat the English at Majuta Hill. 

If a recent dispatch is to be taken 
literally, Oom Paul is weary of office 
and does not wish very much to be 
reélected, if—how  6&trangely this 


him off at $25,000 a year. On this con- 
dition he will not oppose Gen. Joubert. 
Here is something for American candi- 
dates to take note of! 

To the mind of the American politi- 
cian, the fact that a Presidential elec- 
tion was imminent may account for 
many. c* Mr. Kruger’s actions during 
the past year. England did not hesi- 
tate to place Mr. Cleveland's Vene- 
zuelan threat to the account of neces- 
sities occasioned by the election im the 
United States last November. There 
may not have been truth in the sneer, 
but, at least, Johannes Paul Kruger 
has not overlooked the fact that the 
Jameson raid gave him a splendid 
chance to enhance his popularity with 
the voters, and that his conduvt since 
then has been dictated not altogether 
without an eye to the approaching con- 
test. 

A KIND OF GEORGE WASHNGTON 
4 IN HIS WAY. 

The present year ends Mr. Kruger’s 
third term as President, a term, in 
the South African Republic extending 
over not four but five years. For fit- 
teen years therefore Paul Kruger has 
been almost dictator of the republic. 
In the United States not even Abraham 
Lincoln or Gen. Grant would have heen 
allowed to so firmly secure himself in 
power as Oom Paul has done. The 
American citizen is, with the crafti- 
ness bred of bitter memories, jeal- 
ous of his liberties, teo suspicious of 
even the brightest public servant, to 
indorse  third-term nomination. 
With Kruger and with Kruger’s peo- 
ple it is different. The feeling between 
them can only be compared to that 
which existed at one time between 
Wavhington and the early Re- 
publicans of the United Btates. It is 
a feeling. in many nétances, of such 
warm affection, as it is impossible for 
a merely practical and commercial 
voter of more progressive countries to 
understand. “Oom” means “Uncle,” 
but “Father Paul” would be the old 
burgher’s better title. Those who have 
been with him through the stress, the 
excitement, the dire poverty and the 
sudden prosperity of these fifteen 
years, are as devoted to him as ever 
was an old guardseman to Napoleon. 
“HE 18 MY FATHER, DO Yor 
THINK I WOULD DISOBERY HIM?’ 
Just before the last election, in which 
Gen. Joubert, the commander-in-chief, 
ran in opposition to Kruger, Gen. 
Bchmidt, a famous old veteran, came 
home from Holland. I believe the gen- 
eral could talk Mnglieh as well as I 
could, but when I interviewed him at 
hie hotel in Johannesburg on the ap- 
proaching contest he used, for the ef- 
fect, the services of an interpreter. I 
asked him if, as a soldier, he would 


vote for Joubert, and I am sorry i 


ing finished. Outside of that line there 
was no railroad in the whole republic. 
The stumping of the country, there- 
fore, by the two candidates, was con- 
ducted on the most primitive princi- 
ples—the churches of the different set- 
tlements being the usual -oeeting 
places. In everything was there a 
simplicity and a frank carnestness 
which, perhaps, Americans will best 
understand if defined as ‘‘Jeffersonian.” 
Mr. Kruger rode and drove over the 
rude treks from farm to farm and bure 
to burg, perhaps as unpretentious and 
homely a candidate as ever ran for of- 
fice. He is not an orator, but has that 
plain, direct mode of speech in ad- 
dressing the burghers which they un- 
derstand best, and a somewhat Lin- 
coln-like style of introducing a smile. 
When he was expected at a town, the 
burghers rode out to meet him and es- 
corted him to the market place. Every 
Boer is a horseman, I might even say, 
a cavalryman, and these escorts were 
semi-military in character. In this 
way he traversed the country, with a 
small permanent escort besides of the 
regular army, a body of youngsters 
who enlist for two years. 
RELIGION IN POLITICS. 
One very noticeable thing throughout 
the campaign was the manner in which 
religion was mingled with politics. In 
the United States many of the speeches 
delivered would have been branded, 
probably with justice, aa hypocritical 
or, at best, fanatical. In the Trane- 
vaal they seemed natural and appro- 
priate to one who had at all studied 
the Boers and their history. A Boer 
reminds one of a Covenanter; he prays 
and fights with equal geal. ‘The “old 
dopper,” when you meet him in the 
street is almost insignificant, and his 
tall hat is generally unbrushed and 
his black coat is shiny. At these po- 
litieal gatherings he made no effort 
to look imposing, and a stranzor would 
searcely have picked him out of the 
crowd as the President. Gen. Joubert 
stumped the country in much the same 


way, but, throughout, he had little 
chance, and Oom Paul won in a can- 
ter. 


GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS PAID IN 
GROCERIES. 


Near the magnificent masse of bulld- 
ing which constitutes the state houses 
of the Boer bile, there iv a large 
grocery store. proprietor of it told 
me once of the early days when that 
architectural triumph had net been 
consu sat when there was abso- 
lutely no money in the Transvaal 
treasury, and the government could not 
raise a loan. Then Mr. Kruger wae 
first elected to the Presidency, in 1883: 
There was not then a large force of 
clerks ahd secretaries required to run 
the business of the government, hut. 
small as it was, they were frequently 
paid with orders on my friend's grocery 
store for household necessaries. In this 
way the grocer became an important 
creditor of the government, I fancy 


there was no great crush of office-seek.

of gold-seekers and the great bheom.

“‘We have very little doubt that John

An -almost 
more important point is ‘that Shake- 
speare’s plays are permeated with a 
knowledge of the language and. phrases 
of the English Bible, so intimate that 
it must surely have been acquired in 
early childhood. This, of course, would 
have be@n quite impossible in a Cath- 
olic family, even in.one where open 
conformity was practiced, 

“We take it, then, that Mr. Carter 
has made his case seem at least prob- 
able, so far as John Shakeapeare’s 
Protestantism is concerned. Unfortu- 
nately, he is not content with this. He 
will have.it that John Shakespeare be- 
longed to that section of Protestants 
for Whom ‘the English church as estab- 
lished by Elizabeth failed to prove suf- 
fictently comprehensive, and who, cote 
sequently, so soon as the stress of the 
Armada Was past, came to loggerheads 
with the law. It is well known that in 
the year 1579 a change came over John 
Shakespeare's life; that he began to sell 
or mortgage his property; that he was 
excused or failed to pay his contribu- 
tions to various public purposes; that 
he withdrew from municipal work, and 
in the end was put out of the corpora- 
tion. These facts have generally been 
accepted as evidences of growing finan- 
cial embarrassment. Mr. Carter would 
explain them as signs of disaffection 
with the anti-Puritan tendencies of 
those in authority. John Shakespeare, 
he says,;alienated his property in order 
to put ft out of reach of confiscation; 
he left the Corporation because it sided 
with the Bishops; he refused to pay 
for the eqtipment of pikemen because 
they were intended for use in putting 
down Paritan conventicles. The case is 
ingenious and well worked out; but, on 
the whole, it is not quite convincing, It 
explains the facts, no doubt, but then 
the old theory of poverty explains 
them also, and to the plain man, with- 
out a preconceived theory to maintain, 
explains them rather better. Moreover, 
there is the Btratford tradition, handed 
on by Betterton to Rowe, that Bhake- 
speare left school owing to the ‘nar- 
rowness of his circumstances and. the 
want of his assistance at home,’ to be 
reckoned with, and the known fact of a 
great depression in the wool and other 
allied trades in the Midlands about 15%9. 
Mr. Carter points aut that the fact that 
John Shakespeare's ceasing to attend 
the corporation meetings can hardly be 
taken as a proof of poverty, because 
by #0 doing he tald himeelf open to a 
heavy fine. Legally, no doubt, that was 
eo, but we bellewe that the town ac- 
counts afford no evidence that the fines 
were actually inflicted. It was natural 
that the ruined man should find it dimfi- 
cult to hold up his head among his old 
associates, and is net at all untikely 
that the corporation, after bearing wit 
hie non-attendance for some years, 
chose the charitable course of putting 
him out of the company without ex- 
acting any pecuniary penalty. 

“It is one of the trontes of literary 
history that the one fact which might 
have been expected to throw light on 
the matter proves, when examined, 
equally consistent with John @hake- 
epeare having been a Catholic or a Pur- 
poverty-stricken or a recusant, In

ITHIN the past three years the 

importations of cocaine to the 

United States have almost quad- 
rupled. This is a startling and sig- 
nificant fact. 

Figures as to the value of the cocaine, 
crude and finished, imported into this 
country are hard to get but the best 
estimate, that of the Customhouse 
people and representatives of one of the 
leading wholesale drug houses, is not 
far from $800,000. Cocaine is made 
from cocoa leaves, and the main coun- 
try supplying these leaves is Peru, 
While in 1894 the value of the cocoa 
leaves imported from Peru at this port 
was $14,287, the figures in the fiscal 
year just closed had increased nearly 
fourfold, being $54,122. The duty on 
crude cocaine and the finished product 
is the same, 25 per cent. Cocoa leaves 
are likely to suffer in course of trans- 
portation by decomposition, and this 
can be avoided by treating the leaves 
crudely, but as this half-prepared pro- 
duct is subject to the same duty as the 
finished product, it does not pay Amert- 
can manufacturers to import the for- 
mer. That, however, goes to Ger- 
many, where it is made into cocaine. 
The imports of cocaine from Germany 
at this port for the last fiscal year 
amounted to nearly $100,000. 

It is dificult to divide the remark- 
able increase in the use of cocaine in- 
to legitimate or medicinal use, and Iiile-

Lizzie Shannon, Bicycle Tire Maker, 
Where She Lives. 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 


The jewelers, the harness makeré, 
the carriage makers and the piano 
makers groan over the bicycle. They 
don’t ride it, not they. They’d like to 
do sd, to be sure, but they can’t af- 
ford it. They’re out of work, many of 
them, or working short time. The bi- 
cycle has ruined their trade. Instead of 
buying watches or pianos the young 
folks are putting all their spare cash 
into wheels. According to the econo- 
mists such displacement of labor is only 
a temporary evil. Things soon adjust 
themselves and the displaced workmen 
are employed making the new article. 
In practice, somehow, it doesn’t seem 
to work that way. Few of those for- 
merly employed in jewelry or piano 
or harness shops have found their way 
into bicycle factories. Somehow the 
old trades seemed to pay better. That 
may be one reason. When a new trade 
starts up a new machine seems to 
come to light along with it and an- 
other opening is found for women’s. 
labor. Almost all the work on the 
pneumatic tires for bicycles is done by 
girls. In many of the shops, indeed, 
there are women to superintend the 
work. Only where main strength is 
required as in putting the tire on the 
wooden rim is man called into ser- 
vice. There is nothing particularly ob-

jectionable about the work. The odor 
of the rubber is not pleasant, but the 
girls get used to it after a while. They 
are obliged to stick their bare hands 
in:a sticky, ill-smelling mixture, which 
is smeared on the outer covering of 
the tire to make it more or less imper- 
vious to tacks and such tings. At first 
their hands are apt to «.ack, but they 
harden after awhile. As a rule the 
work is done big roomy factories, 
and the girls who: do the work say they 
have absolutely “nothing to ‘complain 
of, so why should any mere, outsider 
long to innoculate them with the virus 

They are mostly very young, those 
bicycle girls, ranging from 14 to 20. 
years old. Most of them have found 
their first wage-earning employment 
in the bicycle shop. A few older ones 
are required to fasten the ends of the 
rubber tubes together and to put the 
valves in place. These operations re- 
quire good judgment and deftness of 
fingers. | 3 

Lizzie Shannon is one of these older 
ones. She confesses to having passed 
her twenty-third birthday, and adds 
that she is getting near the old-maid 
line. She’ll have to stand it, of course, 
she adds, but no girl likes to think 
she’ll be an old maid. Lizzie lives with 
her three brothers and her mother on 
the top floor of an old-fashioned tene- 
ment house. The rooms are larger than 
they would be in a newer place, but 
there are no improvements, and win- 
dows only in the front and rear rooms.

The 
gay red-flowered ingrain carpet and 
the pale blue wall paper and ribbons 
and table cover swearing at the cheap 
red plush parlor suit, with its not 
very comfortable chairs, 
convulsions to an artist who saw only 
effects. Its a real home, however, with 
affection for mother and brothers and 
sister, and love of home evidenced in 
a dozen little touches. There is a 
saucerful of sea shells on the little 
Square table in the center of the 
room. There are the cheapest of cheap 
lace curtains on the windows, tied back 
with pale blue’ ribbons. There 
are also family» phetographs, in 
wide walnut frames, and a tea-store 
picture or two, framed with fringes of 
tissue paper. Lizzie herself, in a neat 
blué wrapper, sits upright in a red 
plush chair, and looks pleased at praise 
of her home. ‘Yes, I know,” she says, 
“folks think factory girls don’t like 
housework, but it isn’t true. All the 
girls I know like to fix up their homes. 
Most of them that don’t go home to 
their dinner spend their lunch time 
making fancy work for their homes. 
Most of us would rather do housework, 
that is, in our own homes, of course, 
I wouldn’t work in anybody’s kitchen 
for no money. I don’t know why, but 
you can bet your life I wouldn’t. My 
mother worked out, though, before 
she was married, but then, of course, 
she didn’t have a home of her own in 
this country. Yes, indeed; all the girls 
I know would stay at home and not 
go out to work at all if they could, 
but you see we can’t. Our families. 
need our earnings. We know when we 
‘are real small that we must go to 
work some day and help support our- 
selves and the rest of the children. 
Of course, the girls don’t expect ‘to 
stay at it always. No girl wants to 
be an old maid if she can help it. Once 
in a while a girl stays on to work 
after she gets married, but she only 
expects to stay for a little while until 
they have money enough to furnish 
‘their rooms nicely. I think it’s very 
foolish for a girl to marry a man who 
can’t support her. I don’t think mar- 
ried women should be allowed to work 
in shops—there are so many girls who 
need the work and haven’t anybody to 
take care of them. There aren’t any 
married women in our shop, except 
the forelady, and she’s a grass widow. 
She gets the highest pay in the shop, 
$10 a, week. I get the next highest, 
$7.50. The other girls get from $4.50 
to $6. Some of the beginners get only 
$3, but they’ll get more after a while. 
All of the girls in our place live at 
home with their folks, except four or 
five. They board with friends. They’re 
treated just like one of -the family, 
you know, and they pay $3 a week. 

“T like the work better than any- 
thing else I ever worked at. I worked 
in a store a long time until I got 
sick from standing so much. In the 
tire factorv

He is usually a respectful but business- 
like young fellow, who wears a uni- 
form of dark green, and his short 
jacket has an amazing number of brass 
buttons. You will learn presently that 
this adornment has caused him to be 
known as Buttons. 
Getting to know him better you will 
discover that hae is an, exceedingly 
wide-awake young chap who has taken 
your measure on the way up and had 
decided in his own mind whether you 
are likely to give him a dime or a quar- 
ter at the end of the trip.

Cider Boiled 


Cider will soon be.very cheap, and a 
gallon can be put to no better use than 
to help in producing the perfection of 
boiled hams. Choose a medium-sized 
ham, wash, scrub, weigh and soak in 
plenty of cold water for twenty-four 
hours; wipe dry and simmer in the 
cider, allowing fifteen minutes to each 
pound. Allow it to stand over night 
to cool in the liquor, then peel off the 
skin and wipe with a soft cloth until 
the surface is dry from moist fat. Gar- 
nish with aspic jelly and boiled vege-. 
tables cut in fancy shapes. A very sa- 
vory meat jelly may be quickly made 
for garnishing when aspic is not at 
hand, by making clear bouillon from 
chopped beef or beef paste, color with 
sliced onions fried very brown in but- 
ter, and pour a pint boiling hot on a

The assurance from men of science 
that gelatine is an excellent’ medium 
for conveying nourishment renders the 
making of strong meat jelly compara- 
tively easy. If the flavor of onion is 
not liked the coloring may be done with 
burned sugar; a few drops will be suffi- 
cient, as the sweetening must not be 
perceptible. The jelly may be made of 
still higher flavor and more nourishing 
if vegetables of different sorts. are 
=o with the bouillon and straine 
out. : 

A ham baked in a paste is another de- 
licious change, and once this recipe, 
though slight extra trouble, is tried, 
the ordinary one’will be laid aside. 
Prepare the ham as directed above, 
mix up about a quart of flour with 
enough cold water to make a stiff 
paste, cover the flesh side with this. 
Put in a moderate oven; while the crust 
is still soft begin to baste with sherry 
wine; do this every ten minutes until 
a large cupful is used; after that there 
will be sufficient gravy in the pan to 
continue. Ten minutes more for each 
pound must be allowed in cooking, as 
the paste protects the meat. When 
done the crust and skin are to be 
peeled off, the ham sprinkled with crisp 
bread crumbs and sent to table gar- 
nished as above. The basting is 
troublesome, but, with cooler autumn 
days, should not be minded. 

Barbecued ham may be served by 
help of a little sherry. Put a large 
slice of the baked ham in the hot fry- 
ing pan, season with pepper, salt and 
mixed mustard, add a teaspoon of vine- 
gar; it will brown quickly on one side; 
keep the pan on a hot place, turn the 
slice, sprinkle in a very little sugar and 
a wineglass of sherry, bring to the boil 
and serve. The sugar is not noticeable, 
but. does away with the acidity of the 
vinegar and brings out the flavor.

How to Make Ornamental Hinges, 
Pin Trays, Etc., from Old Tin.

When the young me- 
chanic finds mere carpentry pall upon 
him, let him turn to a new, although 
related, branch of industry with fresh 
zeal. The tools required are few and 
simple, just such as are to be found 
in the average household in town and 
village. They consist of a few files 
of different sizes, a pair of tinsmith’s 
shears, a -cold-chisel, a pair of pliers 
or “nippers,”’ and an iron vise. Any 
old or ordinary kitchen table will serve 
for work bench. Punches and fret 
saw may be added to the tool-box if 
more ornate work is desired as skill 
increases.

The material needed is even simpler: 


old tin cans and boxes, any small 
pieces of brass or iron piping, such as 
boys are always picking up; some 
steel and. common iron nails, small 
brass screws with round heads, fur- 
nish a lavish outfit. 

The A B C of metal-work may be 
found in -the ornamental hinge. It is 
better to begin with a small one. A 
piece of tin three and one-quarter 
inches long by one and _ one-half. 
inches wide is a good size. With a 
sharp-pointed instrument draw a line 
on the surface an inch from each end 
of this oblong piece. Then divide the 
middle section, as shown in the illus- 
tration, and cut out by these lines, 
which will give the two portions of 
the hinge. Punch holes for the screws 
in the places indicated by crosses in 
the flanges. 

On each flange punch holes in regu- 
lar order to form the decorative de- 
sign, as in the second illustration. 


The young artisan may vary the or- 


namentation at pleasure, and often 
will find this more distinctly artistic 
branch of the work to be more inter- 
esting. The dots may be punched en- 
tirely through the tin or merely in- 
dented deeply. The slits may be va- 
ried in similar manner, and the holes 
and indentations can be combined ef- 
fectively in the same design. 

This part of the work done, the 
hinge is to be put together by using 
a round steel nail as a pivot. Wrap 
the flaps around the nail by the aid 
of hammer and nippers, and when 
they are firmly adjusted hammer the 
sharp point of the nail down suffi- 
ciently to prevent the hinge from slip- 
ping off. 

Having acquired some deftness in 


using the tools by this simple task, | 


something else may be attempted in 
the way of decoration, such as cutting 
out geometrical figures in the tin 
through which the wood shows, some- 
times inserting round-headed brass 
screws in relief patterns, sometimes 
filing the ‘‘cut-out’’ places: with red 
lead or other color. 

For cutting out into branches and 
sprays a fret-saw is necessary. An 
effective repouse can be obtained by 
using a small hammer and a large 
blunt nail for punch. Relief can be 
made either by hammering back the 
surrounding portion, or hammering out 
the relief itself. 

Pretty tin or match trays may be 
made by cutting out a circular piece of 
tin, sheet brass or copper the required 
size and marking another circle within 
it with a blind punch (one which does 
not go through.) With the pliers 
bend the edge up at intervals, the in- 
dented circle defining the flat por- 
tion of the tray. If you have a vise 
in. which to secure the piece, so much 
the better. Do not try to bend the 
edge up evenly. The irregularity is 
prettier in its flowing curves. The 
decorative design may be applied to 
edge and center before turning the 
edge. When the form is completed, 
the entire tray may be covered with 
black lacquer, gilding or bronze, if 
desired. 

Such a tray may be converted into 
a, bedroom candlestick by taking a 
round piece of tin, or whatever metal 
was used for the tray, cutting it into 
the shape of a clover leaf and bend- 
ing up the three leaves into a cup. 
This can be rivited easily into the 
the center of the tray. 

Handles for boxes and: drawers can 
be made by cutting the front piece 
the desired size and form, and having 
secured it to the article with two 
large holes perforated through both 
wood and metal, pass a stout wire of 
brass or iron’ through the holes and 
bend on the inner side. 

Common iron nails can be filed into 
a variety of blind punches and stamps, 
diamond-shaped, oblong or square. 
Brass or iron tubing furnishes excel- 
lent cutting-out punches.

N the heart of Cornwall, that ‘‘de- 
lectable duchy” of exceeding ver- 
dure, rosy-cheeked lasses and gay- 
colored garments, there is published 
and read a newspaper, perhaps the 
most peculiar in all the world. This is 
the Ostrich, and if the news of the day, 
its murders, crimes and_ sensations 
should shock you or offend your ner- 
yous system, the Ostrich is the very 
er for you to read. 
P'To begin with, this singular Cornish 
journal is printed ona delightful pale- 
rose colored paper. It has a great and 
ever-gaining circulation. Throughout 
Cornwall you see it everywhere, From 
Plymouth to Land’s End genial old 
squires and parsons, merry-eyed maids, 
spectacled elderly ladies, young bloods 
in cricket flannels or hunting breeches, 
farmers, fishermen and laborers may 
be seen peacefully perusing these rose- 
hued pages. And every one can see 
that the faces of Ostrich readers pos- 
sess a settled look of placidity, just as 
if nothing in the world could disturb 
them. 

“Yes,” said the proprietor of a Pen- 
zance hotel, ‘“‘the Ostrich is a wonder- 
ful paper. It settles the nerves and 
brings back health and happiness. All 
people coming from the large towns, 
seeking rest, should read it. It is a 
boon for the nervous.” . 

One opens the Ostrich, and the first 
thing noticeable is that certain words 
jn the text are printed in large, heavy 


type; words like happy, good, &, 
saved, success, health, peace, beau- 
tiful, amiable—all the pages are 


crowded with them, so that they give 
the impression of being a kind of op- 
timist chart, pointing out all that is 
good and beautiful on the earth. Short- 
sighted people, holding it at a yard’s 


one would expect.’ Or, ‘The potato 
beetle is again making himself a nuis- 
ance on our coast (not in Normandy, 
for there they have no potato harvest 
at all this year! S. H. D.’’’) 

The second column is called ‘The 
Demented of Tomorrow.” In it all 
important political news is commented 
upon and corrected, for the motto of 
the paper is ‘Even of Truth, One-Half 
is Falsehood,”’ and most of the correc- 
tions of the Ostrich are sound. Be- 
sides, if he makes a mistake, it dose 
not matter, his aim is reached at all 
events, for news that bears the head- 
ing ‘“‘Demented” is doubted and has 
lost its exciting quality. 
NEWSPAPER FOR WHICH YOU 

REQUIRE A KEY. 

Still more important is the third 
column, “How Does This Concern 
Me?” In it we find the greatest wis- 
dom of the Ostrich. It contains all 
the news from foreign countries and 
the reader generally sympathizes in un- 
concern with the publisher, for what is 
iteto him whether President Morales 
or Immorales reigns on the La Plata 
River, or whether Stambuloff has been 
sentenced by unjust judges or just as- 
Sassins, or vice versa? That should 
all be of no consequence to him if he 
cares for his nerves. 

The other columns are called ‘“Noth- 
ing is Eaten as Hot as —,” “And if 
So?!” and “We Do Not Believe in It.” 

This last one is very important, as it 
contains all terrible accidents, ship- 
wrecks, earthquakes, famine and so 
forth. The Ostrich does not believe in 
such things. 

The headings of the items are also 
very amusing. For instance, a double 
murder, the result of delirium tremens, 
bears the harmless title, ‘‘More Milk.” 
The idea that more milk than brandy 
should be drunk is to be conveyed in it. 
The report that a member of parlia- 
ment fell from a horse and broke his: 


distance, will only be able to see these 
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agreeable words, and besides this, in 
the ordinary text, all words like death, | 
misfortune, sickness, pain are care- 
fully avoided. In the entire paper, one 
column excepted, not a single disagree- 
able word is printed. : 

THE WORLD THROUGH ROSE-COL- 

ORED GLASSES. 

The system of the publisher is based 
on the science of suggestiveness. AS 
most people are easily influenced, the 
perusal of a page of this rose-colored 
paper, with its hundreds of pleasant 
words, may readily bring the reader 
to a state of mind in which he begins 
distinctly to see the world through 
rose-colored glasses. 

The paper is appropriately called 
the Ostrich. A little picture in the 
middle of the heading represents this 
famous bird burying its head in the 
sand, and apparently feeling well con- 
tent in doing so. The motto of the 
paper is “Even of truth, one-half is 
falsehood.” In an editorial the Ostrich 
shows that he is a practical philoso- 
pher of the first water, and of course 
misjudged and abused. In the edi- 
torial we read “Things which we can- 
not approve do not become more 
agreeable through our _ scrutinizing 
them carefully, and thereby harming 
our health.’ 

THE OPTIMISTIC NEWS OF THE 
WORLD. 

The Ostrich, despite his determined 
quietism, is a newspaper. He hunts 
up all the news, and disseminates it 
among his readers, only in his pecul- 
jar manner. He suggests rather than 
reports. He always leaves a few pos- 
sibilities, revives hopes; and always 
deprives the sensational events of their 
brutal, malicious character. There is 
human knowledge, even the 
science of an experienced specialist in 
nervous diseases, in the means which 
he applies. 

This paper is superintended like a 
Sanitarium. It sums up all that has 
happened in the world twice weekly— 


elections, accidents, art, and literature 
—everything is treated by the Ostrich 
in these columns from his special view- 
point! 

The first column bears the title 
“What Would 8S. H. D. Say to It?” §. 
H. D. stands for Sir Humphrey Davy, 
who was born in Penzance, and hds 
& monument there. This. “great 
Christian and chemist,”’ as the Ost- 
rich calls him,.the inventor of the 
safety lamp, is the model of all hu- 
man heings, the yardstick with 
which everything is measured. 

In this column we find all sorts of 
news and every item with a commen- 
tary. For instance: “At a banquet at 
Birmingham Lord Salisbury declared 
that the situation of the Armenians 
was indeed such as demanded serious 
consideration—S. H. D. would say, 
"The consideration only becomes seri- 
ous by Lord Salisbury’s calling it so, 


there may be less in the matter than

leg begins with the words, “At Lawn 
Tennis,” as follows: “At lawn tennis 
it could never have happened that Sir 
Robert Hargoole, member of parlia- 
ment for Dunbar, etc.”’ 

A VOCABULARY OF ITS OWN. 

For this purpose the paper has 
coined its own peaceful vocabulary. An 
inundation is called “Surplus Wa- 
ter;’’ a famine, ‘‘Frugality,” at a col- 
lision in Asia twenty Arnienians are 
“cancelled;” instead of crisis, “Ebb 
Tide.’’ stocks do not rise and 
fall, but always “‘rise’’ from 56 to 54— 
apparently in a downward curve. A 
train in America is not derailed, but 
“glides from the track.” In Surinam 
no yellow fever breaks out, but only 
a “yellowish” one; and for suicide the 
readers of the Ostrich are accustomed 
to the evasive expression, ‘“‘self-turn- 
ing.’’ A mason falls from a scaffold, 
and the report is something like this: 
“xX lost his foothold on the fourth 
floor, and since then has not regained 
consciousness,” for he died instantan- 
eously. <A prison burns down, and of 
400 prisoners, 277- perish. These, how- 
ever, are not mentioned; instead, “not 
less than 123 were saved.” Very sad 
news is printed in miniature type to 
warn the experienced reader, and in- 
stead of reporting the catastrophe in 
full, the paragraph ends regularly 
with, ‘“‘continuation on page 13.” As 
there is no thirteenth page, no one can 
read it. The unluky number 13, sym- 
bolizes the sad event. However  se- 
verely a person may be injured, the 
paragraph telling of it is sure to close 
with a “hope for recovery.” 

AN ECCENTRIC EDITOR. 

The man who has invented this pe- 
culiar newspaper is. John Gillis. For 
several years he was school teacher— 
published some pamphiets—and then 
became a journalist. He studied the 
population of London and Bristol and 
gradually formed his opinion of what 
would be appropriate for their health, 
doing it from purely humanitarian 
principles, for he is now crazy enough 
to distribute his paper gratuitously. 
The hotel-keepers and other interested 
readers pay him whatever they like 
for it. His subscribers have built 
him a beautiful little cottage on Til- 
cotts Head, all overgrown with red 
fuchsias and with window panes shin- 
ing like the lanterns of a beacon. It 
is called the “Ostrich cottage.”’ 

Among the subscribers are Gladstone, 
the Princess of Teck and §ir Arthur 
Sullivan.. 

With one assistant Mr. Gillis makes 
up the whole. paper. He is a familiar 
figure all through Cornwall, is well- 
liked and has his lodgings and board 
everywhere free. He is over 60, his face 
scrupulously shaven, ‘his hair in short 
gray curls, he has peering light gray 
eyes, and a merry smile around the 
corners of his. mouth.

Originally he intended printing the 


paper on sky-blue paper,. but the 
printer, Arthur Fairly, advised him not 
to, as blue did not attract enough at- 
tention in a green country. They made 
tests, however, and offered to passers- 


the same time. Nearly every one seized 
those with the rosy shimmer. On the 
idea of printing the words in heavy 
black .type, rests the success of the 
paper. It made it a favorite all along 
the coast. The children learned to read 
the conspicuous words for themselves, 
and the mothers rejoiced that their lit- 
tle ones learned first of all to read of 
happiness, of joy and beauty, of which 
the authors of the spelling books never 
seem to think.

He had 
thought of Shakespeare’s “Julius Cae- 


ducing in every number a portrait of 
one or another of celebrities, as they 
would look if stout. 
READING WHICH INDUCES SLEEP 
Gladstone was represented as stout 
as John Bright, but this the English- 
man took exception to, and when he 
published a stout Ellen Terry some of 
his subscribers threatened to discon- 
tinue. Since then the Ostrich has ap- 
peared without portraits. However, 
another innovation has lately proved 
successful. Novels to induce sleep, not 
tiresome, poor novels, but novels writ- 
ten with great art, with that purpose 
in view. He found a novelist for this 
in Bill Austen, a journalist of Belfast. 
One of his books was called ‘Palpi- 
tating Unconsciousness.” At the outset 
this title, with its two four-syllabled 
words, tires the reader. 
The author’s eccentricity is to write 
his novels with the exception of “of,” 
“the,” and such necessary monosyll- 
ables entirely in four-syllabled words. 
The monotonous, heavy march of these 
long words to the English, used to 
simpler and more ordinary diction, is 
like lead on the brain. The reader. 
whether he wants to or not, must fall 
asleep, no matter how exciting the 
context may be.

‘The Peanut is the Fruit. 


[Farm News:] The peanut is com- 
ing into greater prominence every year 
as a factor in the world’s supply of 
things needful, and there is hardly any 
limit to the predictions of the uses to 
which it may be put. At the same 
time, the territory in which it may be 
grown is rapidly extending and it is 
not too much to hope that it soon may 
become a really important crop in this 
country. Peanut oil is now highly~val- 
ued in Europe, and peanut’ flour, said 
to be extremely nutritious, is used ex- 
tensively in Europe, especially in hos- 
pitals. An oil factory, with a capacity 
sufficient to use five tons of peanuts 
daily, has been established at Norfolk, 
Va. In a prospectus issued by the 
company it is calculated that the re- 
ceipt from five tons of peanuts will 
amount to 235 gallons of refined oil at 
$1 per gallon, 175 gallons of crude oil 
at 50 cents, 3680 pounds of flour and 
meal at 2 cents, and 38300 pounds of 
stock feed at 60 cents per 100 pounds, 
making the total gross receipts $415.90 
per day, which, it is estimated, would 
give a yearly profit on a five-ton fac- 
tory of $19,725.

[Chicago Tribune:] Two million 
eight hundred thousand dollars. 

This is what Uncie Sam pays his 
heaviest maiicarrier, and it is the 
largest sum paid any similar concern 
in the United States, or, for that mat- 
ter, in the world. This big carrier does 
business every night of the week in 
Chicago. Last Saturday night 196 sacks 
of mail were unloaded from the mid- 
night fast mail on the Lake Shore, 


loaded in wagons, and carted to the} 


Union Station, where it was placed in 
the storage cars of the Burlington, to 
be hurried across the country to Ban 
Francieco, there again to be placed on 
shipboard, it having been received 
from the big Atlantic mai! steamers at 
New York. 

These mails are due in Chicago four 
or five times a month. They run all 
the way from 200 to 500 sacks. Chicago 
postoffice officials are always notified 
by wire when a “grist” ison the way, 
and Chicago in turn wires the railway 
mall officials at Council Bluffs to look 
om for it. To everybody in the ser- 
vice it is known as “biack strap.” It 
is shipped across the country in both 
directions, the west-bound matlse being 
the heaviest. It is wlways shipped from 
New York-by the New York and Chi- 
eago railway posteffice on the New 
York Central and Lake Shore lines, un- 
less the train fe missed, when it is 
hauied over the Pennsylvania lines. 

The Lake Shore people do not earn 
thie big sum over Lake Shore rails 
aione. It tie earned in connection with 
the New York Central and Hudson 
River read, but it i* all the property 
of the bie Vanderbilt system, and the 
big mall train which was the first solid 
fast mall to be put on rails in this 
country rune from the Grand Central 
depot in New York to the Rock Island 
station in Van Buren street in Chicago. 
The eum paid this line for mails carried 
on all trains of the entire evyetem for 
one year te This includes the 
earriage of closed matiie on all trains 
other than regular mail trains. In- 
cluded in the gum te the pay allowed 
by law for extra postal-car epace.

MATCHMAKIN’ JEANNIE. 


markable Epitaph of a Fam- 
ous English Dachess, 

[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 
Perhaps the most successful match- 
maker of her time, and assuredly one 
of the greatest of her kind the world 
has ever known, was Jane, Duchess of 
Gordon, ancestress of the present Duke 
of Richmond, Gordon and Lenox. In 
other ways, also, was “Matchmakin’ 
Jeannie,” as she was nicknamed, re- 
markable; ye to her ability as a re- 
cruiter England owes that fine regi- 

ment, the Gordon Highlanders. 
“Matchmakin’ Jeannie’ was born at 
Monreith in Wigtown, the daughter of 
a country laird named Maxwell, of 
long descent, but scanty patrimony; 
and shortly after her birth, in 1750, 
her mother and father separated, the 
former settling down in rather poor 
lodgings off the High street of Bdin- 


burgh. Edinburgh life was somewhat. 


primitive in those days, and the tra- 
dition still obtains that Jeannie Max- 
well, the future Duchess, was wont to 
gallop up and down the High street 
on the back of a fat pig to the great 
delight of her neighbors. 

The lucky marriage of her elder sais- 
ter to a lawyer of prominence in 1767, 
gave Jeannie Maxwell. her chance— 
and she did not neglect it. Deftliy she 
cast the matrimonial net, and rich was 
the prige she caught--no less a hue- 
band, in fact, than the Duke of Gor- 
don, one of the greatest peers in all 
Scotland, and of the great Gor- 
don cian. 

The Duchess had five daughters, and 
marvelous was the manner in which 
she won husbands for them. Her 
they were justly 
called, could only be adequately de- 
scribed by a Thackeray or a Halsac. 
But in no case was she worsted in 
these campaigns. All her daughters 
married well, thanks te their mother's 
skill and tact. The eldest, Lady Char- 
lotte, became Duchess of HKichmond: 
the second, Susan, married the Duke 
of Manchester. Another was marchio- 
ness of Cornwallis; another captured 
Sa prige of all, the enormously 

thy Duke of Hedford. Only one 
of the five married a commoner and 
her hushand owned a baronetcy and 
was the head of an ancient family.

Michael Ghazarian Nablandian was 
born in Russian Armenia in 1830, grad- 
uated at the University of St. Peters- 
burg with the title of professor; was 
active as a teacher, author, and jour- 
nalist; fell under suspicion for his po- 
litical opinions, and underwent a rig- ' 
orous imprisonment of three years, 
after which he was exiled to the prov- 
ince of Sarakov, and died there in 1866 
of lung disease contracted in prison.
